Disney Villains Steal the Show 



Do you ever wonder what 
goes into a story to make 
it have a happy ending? 
What causes you to cheer 
and applaud after good 
has triumphed over evil? Is it the 
hero? You may answer, yes. Is it the 
victim? You might further agree. But, 
what would a story be with just the 
good guys being good? Those horrible 
mean and nasty doers of dastardly 
dirty deeds are what make the heroes 
the heroes and the victims, victims. 
Wouldn't life be dull without them? 
Those truly cantankerous characters 
are so good at being bad that they 
lend themselves to being used, mis- 
used and abused just to make the 
plot more exciting.

Indeed, the poor 
villain is still perpetually booed and 
hissed at and rewarded with a cheer 
only when he meets his demise. 

Classic examples of evil-doers 
are the villains of Disney movies.

main, Peter Pan's Captain Hook. The 
poor old sea dog plays evil to the hilt 
of his hook only to lose to a little boy!

But Peter lives on forever in 
Never Land, while the poor Captain 
gets it in the end from a snapping 
crocodile. 

It just goes to show that anyone 
can play the hero as long as the villain 
stays the same. As when Mickey 
Mouse, Goofy and Donald Duck 
substitute for Jack in Mickey and the 
Beanstalk. It's a giant of a story with 
a villain of equal stature. When the 
terrible titan spies our trespassing 


little heroes jumping in his jello he 
loses his cool and his balance and 
ends up no more than a hill of beans. 

In the jungle Book, Mowgli 
the man-cub finds out that you don't 
have to be a woman to fall victim to a 
snake. But to the little boy's avail our 
slithery villain is upstaged in the nick 
of time by another of greater stature 
of stealth, Shere Khan, the tiger. 

You'll find that a hearty frater- 
nity of villains is actually a sorority. 
These damsels of doom are found 
almost anywhere in a good classic 
story. One of the greatest is the 
wicked Queen of Snow White. She 
goes to any length to make the story 
exciting. She even exchanges her 
much sought after beauty for the 
wretchedness of an old witch and 
makes heroes out of seven little men. 

T ragic as it may seem, she meets her 
doom. But, the venom in this villain- 
ness is so strong that it takes seven 
men and half the animals in the 
forest to vanquish her. 

Then there was the wicked 
wizardry of Mad Madam Mim versus 
the magic of Merlin the Magician in 
The Sword in the Stone. As Mim tries 
in vain to cheat her way to victory, 
Merlin steals the show only to leave 
our fiendish female fallen to his dis- 
appearing act as a germ. What an 
infectious plot! 

In the cause that evil die and the 
good endure. Merlin had his magic, 
the seven dwarfs had strength in num- 
bers; but enlisting the help of three 
little old ladies? That is just what 
Prince Phillip does in Sleeping Beauty 
in order to defeat the evil sorceress 
Maleficent. Armed with a magic 
sword and an equally magic shield, 
he handily disposes of the wicked 
wench. Continued 
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Joining the ranks of the rotten 
is hard-core Cruella De Vil of 707 
Dalmatians, who tries to do in not just 
one lovable victim, but a hundred and 
one! The Queen of Hearts from Alice 
in Wonderland is a real card when it 
comes to toppling off heads. And who 
could forget the evil Stepmother in 
Cinderella . . . what a memorable old 
hag! But alas, they just don't make 
wickedness like that any longer. Or 
do they? Keeping the trend of the 
terrible in the tradition of the best, 
Madame Medusa of the current " The 
Rescuers" maintains her devilish 
charm in order to carry on the ways 
of the wicked. But as with all those 
preceding her, her attempt at a 
new world's record in rottenness is 
thwarted. But, oh, what a scheming 
scoundrel she is! 

So it appears that even though 
the odds are stacked against them, the 
evil villain marches on, in fantasy and 
in fiction.

A painter himself couldn't have 
done a better job of creating a mys- 
tifyingly beautiful tropical paradise. 
But instead of a palette of oil paints, 
Walt Disney World landscape artists 
used hundreds of varieties of exotic 
plants and brightly-hued flowers to 
create a lush island sanctuary for 
more than 500 brilliantly feathered 
birds. 

Hundreds of multi-colored 
blossoms and colorful foliage beds 
are scattered in a planned casualness. 
Red and blue South American passion 
flowers and Indian orchids paint the 
island's pathways with vivid colors.

The largest tortoise on 
the Island is a 40-year-old giant, 
weighing 400 pounds. 

As its name suggests, pleasant 
things unfold one by one on this 
island. It reveals much of its beauty 
under close inspection, and encour- 
ages visitors to explore these things 
leisurely.
